near Vorderheide (0 52/B 33), In November 1950, Soviet aes of the instale 
lation stated that the depot was still there. The installetion wes buill in 
1937 aud 1938 on orders Of the fermer German wirtschafiliche Forschunrs: esell- 
schaft (iconomic esearch Society) in Berlin, Before the wer, fuels and 
oils were kept at the depot for consumption by motor vehicles and aircraft. 
before the Soviets took the decot, essential parts of the nachiner; wore re= 


moved anc stored in Liernits (6 52/3 2), thes se key 25X14 
patts were later hauled off by the Soviets as scrap. The Soviets also 


diemantled part of the machinery of the ¢ eoot at Vordestes Ge and shipped it 
to the U.0.5.R. Until the sprin: of 1945, the Soviets uced the depot fer 
storin: aircraft bombs, parts of aircsaft, and fuel, Later, the 3eviets recon= 
verted the installation to its oririnol ate of a fel depot. The last 
aircrart parts were moved to eno eh Gepot southwest of SchocnborniO 52/B 93} 
in July 190. Since i: beginnin: of Aucust 1918, Red Am fuel, rather than 
aviation casoline, has been stored Seas at the cepot, The installa- 
tion was 1,500 metors square.

Tne Cepot comuancent was a Soviet major who was asaisted by five cther 
Soviet officers, most of whon weve captains, The installation was sur- 
reaunced hy a barbed-wire fence, about 3 meters high, which was poralleled 
on both sices by lower barbed—vire fences, about 1 meter high, which enclosed 
clear:@ strips about |; meters wide. Double sentries patrolled inside and 
outsice long the fence. Telephones wore installed alone the fence about 
every 250 neters. The Cepot was well protected from: aerial observation 
by a natural crowth of trees, bushes plantec on the flat roofs of the aenot 
buildings, and camouflare naint on the walls of the buildinzs, ‘There 
were no signs of AA pun emplacenents.

(1) a Shuary lOc, the large Sovie: fuel depot near the Vorderheide railroad 
station was reported to be stocked -up with POL supplies, with trains of tank 
cars arviving caily. The depot wes alleredly enlarged by the Sovicts at the 
end of 1947. Prior to and duriny the war, the cepot was used by the Cerman 25X1 
Air Force. It is connected by a reilroac spur with the single-track Liegnits~ 
lImeben-audten Tailroad line, for a sketch of the cCepot, see Annex 

(2) Possibly the large Sovict fuel depot in Lresden-Alberthafen, 
Nowever, reports on rail. movements have never rentioned fel SHIPMENTS Comune 
‘from Dresden to Vorderheide. 

(3) Inforration on the depot. which eypears to be only a snail one, was contained 
in a previous report. Its location is indicated in 
the Annex,
